To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District  Council 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1969. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  on  the  Yeo  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme. 

The  first  contract  of  3  years  duration  was  half  finished  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  slightly  ahead  of  schedule.  The  planning  of  Stage  II,  the 
sewage  works  at  Kingston  Seymour,  proceeded  well. 

In  1968,  there  was  a  substantial  drop  in  the  birth  rate,  to  below  the 
national  average,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  The  rate  is  higher 
in  1969,  less  than  in  1967,  but  again  above  the  national  average.  The 
total  increase  of  the  population  of  the  district  proceeds  steadily. 

The  notification  of  cases  of  measles  was  low  when  a  high  figure  would 
have  been  expected.  This  was  due  to  vaccination  against  measles  being 
offered  to  children  who  had  not  had  the  disease.  Unfortunately,  the 
programme  was  interrupted  by  withdrawal  of  one  brand  of  measles  vaccine 
and  there  was  insufficient  material  to  give  to  all  who  required  it.  This 
temporary  setback  will  probably  mean  that  the  fall  in  measles  cases  will 
be  slowed. 

In  1969,  proposals  for  the  reform  of  Local  Government  and  the  Health 
Services  were  published.  In  broad  outline,  the  environmental  health 
services  will  remain  with  Local  Government  and  therefore  also  the  public 
health  inspectors;  the  personal  health  services,  whether  in  the  field  of 
prevention  or  treatment,  will  go  to  the  new  area  health  authorities  and 
medical  officers  of  health  will  cease  to  be  employed  by  Local  Government, 
but  will  still  advise  it. 

A  medical  officer  of  health  should  be  concerned  with  the  health  and  disease 
of  the  population  he  serves.  At  present,  whilst  the  knowledge  of  the 
environmental  factors  may  be  good,  his  knowledge  of  personal  factors  is  too 
confined  to  mortality  statistics,  which  are  only  a  crude  measure  of  the 
health  of  the  people.  In  future,  medical  officers  of  health  will  rejoin  the 
main  stream  of  medicine  and  I  hope,  contribute  even  better  than  they  have  in 
the  past,  to  improving  the  health  of  the  people. 

I  am  particularly  indebted  to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
throughout  the  year  and  their  contribution  to  this  report.  I  thank  all 
Councillors  and  Officers  for  their  continued  co-operation.
